S.R.O, ill. — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by th« 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces Headquarters and 
Inter Service Organisations (Class IV Posts).

tions in the Ministry of Defence, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (J) These rules may 
bo called the Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces Head- 
quarters and Inter Service Organisations Group *D’ (Non- 
Gazetted, Non-Ministerial) Recruitment Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall ^me into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Oflicial Gazette, 

2. Application. — ^These rules shall apply to the posts 
specified in column,. 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of the posts, claasiQcatioa and scale of pay. — 
Number of the posts, classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule aforesaid.

The method of recruitment to the said posts, are limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith, shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule afore- 
said.

6, Power to relax. — ^Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that is necessary or expedient so to do, it piay, 
by order and for reasons to bo recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — ^Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions requir- 
ed to be provided for the Scheduled Casies, the Schedule 
Tribes and other spwinl categories Of persons in accord- 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.
